Once a contractor hasbeen afforded an opportunity tosubmita bidon a
public works project, thatontractor isnotsolicited by thatocal governmentusing
thesmall worksroster until all other appropriate contractors on theroster havebeen
giveran opportunity  tobidon a project.

A bidsolicitation mustinclude anestimate ofthescopeandnature  ofthework tobe
performed and thematerials and equipmentobe furnished.

2. Architects and engineers.

A public entity that procures architectural orengineering services mustcontract with
thefirnthais most qualified toprovide theservices required oftheproject.—

3. Statebuilding ~ code.

A state building codeisestablished consisting ofvarious codes.Counties, cities, and
towns must enforce thesecodes.
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SUMMARY:

A local governmentsoliciting  bidsfora public ~ works project usinga smallworks
roster need notinclude detailed plansand specifications.

The local governmensmall worksroster process doesnoteliminate requirements for
architectural andengineering approvals baseduponquality orcompliance withbuilding
codes.
